aaims 1-23 lack novelty mider PCT Arfide 33(2) as being anlic^)ated by Abieu et al (GastroemeiQlogy. Vd 122, No. 4, Smml, 
2002, A29-246). 

Abreu teaches mutations in NOD2 are associated with fihrostenosing disease in patients with Crohn's disease. Genotyping 
was performed on the rare alleles of NOD2 gene includmg R675W, G881R and 98Qfis. The univariate analysis revealed that die CD- 
associated NOD2 variants are significandy associated with fibrostensoin disease in two panels for the three variants combmed. 
Additionally. Abreu teadies that 980fi5 demonstrated the greatest association with fihrostenosing disease. These three m^Ttflt iqn s 
appear to correspond to die Trnitnt^^j^ tai]^ght in the instant Talde 6.
